Peper at her home, 4638 West Bell Ter- 
race, after Peper was: sent to- the 
aaylum. 

The basis of the annulment sult was- 
that Peper was -f unsound mind when 
he was married. 

Peper’s eccentricities, — his eom · 
mitment to ‘the asylum, resulted fre- 
quently in his becoming’ involved — in 
trouble of many sorts. 

He owned several automobiles, and 
Operated them himself. He took an au- 
tomobile tire from a machine in Octo- 
ber, 1910, and this was one of the things 
that brougtit about the Insanity , hear- 
ing.

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RAILROADS AND STATE REGULA- 
TION. 

From the New York World. 

The Wall street theory that State 
legislatures exist to hamper and Op- | 
press railroads receives scant support 
from the synopsis of recent railroad 
legislation prepared by the Ratlway 
Business Association. According to a 
bulletin of the association the number 
of laws directly dealing with railroads 
which were passed by the 4 legisla- 
tures in session this year was 276, as 
compared with 664 in 1909, a decrease 
of 58 per cent in two years. 

In Texas, Georgia and Delaware no 
railway laws were enacted and 24 states 
passed but eight.or fewer railway laws, 
including enactments ‘deliberately de- 
signed to encourage railway construc- 
tion and showing a freedom from hos- 
tile demonstrations toward (fle car- 
riers.”’ Texas, Oklahoma, Alabama and 
Iowa elected governors, on platferms 
promising fair treatment of business 
and transportation enterprises. Gov. 
Hadley in a message urged the Legis- 
lature of Missouri, to “be careful not 
to enact harsh and retalfatory me 
ures affecting the railroads or large 
business interests of the State,’ and 
Gov. Foss of Massachusetts in stating 
the right of the publia to “‘the best rail- 
road service at the lowest reasonable 
cost,”” said that “the best service can- 
not be provided unless the rates al- 
lowed are. sufficient under efficient 
management to pay a reasonable return 
on the capital required.’’ 

.In place of a policy of interference 
and restriction there is visible a tend- 
ency. toward constructive enactments. 
The railroads should see in the de- 
crease of hostile legislation and in the 
more conservative use of State powers 
of regulation an encouragement’to de-.
